Erected  in  1852  at  cost  of  $20,000,  Col.  Ivers  Phillips  being  the  contractor.  The 
first  town  meeting  wa^  held  on  March  7,  1853»  Since  remodeled  and  enlarged,  es- 
pecially in  1879»  when  about  $10,000  was  expended.  On  16  July  1879  a tornado  de- 
molished the  new  wall  and  the  roof.  The  1879  addition  was  designed  by  H.M.  Francis, 
whose  firm  also  did  minor  alterations  c.  I9IO.  Besides  town  depts.^  city  government, 
and  a large  hall,  it  has  at  various  times  contained  the  post  office,  public  library, 
the  High  Street  Grammar  School,  and  commercial  space.  Among  famous  speakers  in 
the  building  weire  Henry  David  Thoreau,  Horace  Greeley,  Wendell  Phillips,  and  John 
Brown's  brother  (who  spoke  after  his  brother's  death).  Site  of  Dr.  Thomas  S.  Blood 
House  (1st  dentist  in  Fitchburg).

One  end  of  this  building  was  constructed  around  1810  and  first  occupied  by  Isaiah  Putnam 
as  a grocery  store.  Later  it  became  T.G.  Caldwell’s  store.  In  1892,  H.M,  Francis 
designed  for  the  Hon.  Rodney  Wallace  this  large  Richardsonian  Romanesque  building  to 
be  the  headquarters  of  Fitchburg  Paper  Go.,  as  well  as  the  Sentinel,  which  has  occupied 
the  old  building.  The  stone  carving  and  general  style  and  massing  make  this  building, 
and  perhaps  the  Church  next  door,  the  most  important  and  visually  appealing  aspects 
of  the  Upper  Common  and  the  City  as  a whole.  Building  should  be  recognized  nationally 
on  the  basis  of  its  architectural  merit  as  well  as  because  of  its  role  in  the  develop- 
ment of  Fitchburg  by  her  most  outstanding  citizens. 


The  rear  of  this  binldlng  was  originally  workers  housing  for  the  ?rd 
cotton  mill  in  the  U.S.  It  was  constructed  c.1^07  and  has  been  mo3^- 
f^'ed  for  ai  printing  room.

Without  a doubt,  the  most  important  landmark  in  the  city.  This  is  the  best,  by  far, 
surviving  example  of  Richardsonian  Romanesque  in  the  city,  and  is  probably  H.M, 
Francis'  best  surviving  work.  The  previous  church  faced  Rollstone  St.,  and  was 
constructed  around  1844.  Present  church  built  in  1896.  Congregational  Church  merged 
with  Methodist  Church  and  is  now  known  as  Faith  United  Parish.  This  building  is 
visible  from  many  parts  of  the  city.  It  is  definitely  important  nationally  as  a lajid- 
mark  because  of  its  architecture. 


The  rear  of  this  building  was  built  in  the  1870' s and  may  have  been 
designed  by  Henry  M.  Francis.  It  is  in  ^ Victorian  gothic  style.

John  Muzzy(?),  Edward  Durant,  Williajn  Brown,  Joseph  Farwell,  and  Robert  Allen.
